and a viable foreign policy 
to the young. 

“We must pass on this 
heritage,” he said. “If we 
. don’t, we as a party could 


very well perish as a viable 
political force. He noted that 
only seven states have two 
Republican senators. 

Baker said the country is 
now undergoing the first
